Mr. Rarriey has worked in tlie 

electric industry for twenty-one years, with tlie first thirteen years in generation and traiisniissioii 

system operations for an integrated utility in  tlie Midwest. Since 2001, lie has lield various 

management positions at the Midwest IS0  in areas related to wholesale market design, 

development, and adniinistration. He has lield tlie position of Executive Director of Market 

Adiiiiiiistratioii since 2006. 

Mr. Raiiiey oversees tlie team respoiisible for administering the priiiiaiy iiiarltet functions 

of tlie Midwest I S 0  including: tlie annual Anctioii Revenue Rights allocation, the Financial 

Transmission Rights market, tlie Day-Ahead Energy and Ancillary Services marltets; tlie 

Foiward Reliability Assessment Coininitmelit process; and the Real-Time price inoiiitoriiig and 

validation process.
